An acknowledgement of this vaſt ' and 
ny{imited Prerogative was formed and impoſed, which became a ſnare ro many 
who could nor break their Oaths, whereby they were obliged to maintain the 
Privileges of Parliaments and Presbyrerian Government, which _ were per- 
ſuaded and ready ro prove was moſt agreeable ro the Word of God, and e- 
{tabliſhed-by Conventions of State and Parliaments from 1640 to 1650, 
called and approved by Charles the Firſt. | 

' Pavl/ 1. Sefſ. r. Aft 7. and Parl. 1.Sefſ. 2. AR 2. They enacted that the So» 
lemn League and Covenant, and Narional Covenant ſhould have no obligation 
or binding force, annulling all Acts and Conſtitutions Ecclefiaſtical or Cvil 
approving them, and cauſed them ro be burnt by rhe hand of the Hangman, 
though the National Covenant had been ratified by their Martyr King Charles 
the Firſt ; and the other taken by Charles the Second, as the Condition of his 
admiſſion ro the Crown, having at his Coronation ſolemnly owned before all 
the People, that he rook the ſame volunrarily,and wiſhrt rhat God might ſhake 
him cut of his Inkeritance,if he did nor. And whether the Event did nor anſwer 
his Imprecation, ler his firſt Travels ( as he called them ) and the manner of 
his going off the Stage art laſt,reftifie.

turning their Frierds our of Councel, and purring in ſuch as were their greateſt 
and moſt barbarous Perſecutors, nay in plain rerms, Enemies to their own

After the ſaid defear, Souldicrs were ſent our on free Quarter ro examin 
Men by Torrtures, threatning to kill or roſt alive choſe that would not de- 
clare all they knew acceflary ro that InfurreCtion, who accordingly by Fire. 
Matches and other Torrures,as Sir Fames Turner in Galloway forced Women ro 
d:\cover their Husbands and other Relations ; plundered and impriſoned fuch 
as harboured them ; murdered ſome wirhout Proceſs that really could nor, 
bur they prerended would nor, diſcover the ſaid People ; and drove away 
the Flocks of the Country withour reſpect ro perſons guilry or innocent, pur- 
ſuanr to the worthy Maxim of- Charles the Cha: and Fames the Fuſt, who ſaid, 
It would never be well till all that part of Scotland on this fide the Forth were 
made an Hunting-Field; knowing by natural Inftint, that many of thoſe 
in the Norch, who as they concurred with Dundee in his Rebellion, and are 
now the grand Sticklers for Prelacy, and the ſpued our Clergy would be 
their good Friends. 

In the next youu they declared all ſuch as had been in Arms, and many 
others who had nor, to be Rebels ; . threatning alike X20 r to them and 
thoſe who ſhould harbour, relieve, or ſo much as ſ to them. ---Hereupon 
many Gentlemen, Miniſters and others were forfeired, yea, ſome who had nei- 
ther been preſent ar the'faid Inſurrection, nor ſo much as cited or convidted, 
were forfeited-contrary to A# 11. Parl.2.Car.2. and further, all Presbyrerians 
and ſuch as did not join in — that Infurre&tion were robbed of their 
Arms and Horſes. I would the Prelarical Party ro anſwer in their own 
Conſciences, what they think would have become of the reſt of their 
cunberto Snetbiband meny of their Parry in Bugle! if the Govern- 
ment took ſuch Methods ? And how they can have the Impudence ro com- 
plain of the preſent Adminiftration ? The 
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The next Method of Perſecution was the impoſing of Oaths and Bonds 
deceitfully and ambiguouſly framed, and that in ſuch numbers as the like 
hath nor heard of in any Nation ; there being ſcarce one year fince that 
time, wherein ſeveral of theie Oaths and Bonds have not'been impoſed con- 
tradictory iro one ampther :- -—Bur finding this ineffectual: to fappres Meer 
ings, they berook-themſelves/ro: another Method, viz. ro grant an Indulgence, 
Anno 1669, to lome, oured Miniſters, but nor in ſuch mambers' as were able 
ro ſupply the People, that not being their Deſign, bur to creare a Diviſion 
amongit the Presbyrerians ; becauſe they knew ſome of them would fcrnple 
it asflowing from the King's Supremacy ; and being in it ſelf againt Law, 
they took care-to lodge ſuch a Power in the King afterwards : Par/. 2. 4# 1. 
Car, 2, held by. the Earl of Lauderdale. They declared'that by Virtue of rhe 
Supremacy the ordering of the Government of the. Church doth properly be- 
long to his Majelty and Succeflors. as an inherent Right ro the Crown ; and 
thar he may enact and emir ſuch Conſtitutions, Acts and Orders Jager; —- 
Church Adminiſtrations,Perſons,Meerings and Marrters as he in his Royal Wil- 
dom ſhall rhink fir ; which Acts, Orders, &c. are ro be obleryed and obeyed 
by all. Subjects, any Law, AQ or Cuttom 10'the contrary notwithſtanding. 
This Act was, made with rhe Concurrence and Conſent” of the Prelates'; 
that you fee, they cloathed him and; his Succelſors with an Abſolure Power, 
not only in Church Government, bur Matters, and what that includes; '#0 
body knows ; but Subjects were bound to obey; be whar it will : And if this 
be not implicite Faith, I do not know what is. And I would fain know of 
our Church of Eng/and:Men, who do ſo much complain of the Injury done 
to the Scots Prelates and Prelatiſts,, whether or nor-rhey think, that the Main- 
raſneſs of ſuch Principles are fit-to-have rhe direction of {Pebples Con- 
CIENCES. _-

However the Presbyterians will never 
decline an equal Trial of their Miniſterial Abilicies with the Curares, and for 
their ſucceſs upon the Hearts and Lives of their Hearers, they have Thou- 
ſands of Witneſſes , of which the Prelatiſts have few or none, both them- 
ſelves and Adberents being generally Debauch'd. 

But ro our Author again; he nor only contradicts himſelf, but ocher Cham- 
pions of the Party ; for one of their Pamphlers, which firſt  apponryd after 
the Revalution and was allo printed by the ſame Printer, alledged that the 
Rabble or the People, call them as you will, were the only Friends the Prefs 
byterians had ; and this Gentleman tell us they generally deſert chem. Pray 
Sir, if it be ſo, what keeps them in > The Nobiliry and Gentry, you ſay, 
were yours a long titne ago z and if the People be yours tao, then the Prefs 
byrerians cap have no-Friends. Beſides,jzs mighty ſtrange,and really, Sir, a little 
Paradoxical, that the Prelatical, Party are {o very ſtrong in, Scoeland, and yer 
could: make no greater Efforts than- they did for the Conſervation of their 
beloved Prelacy. The Presbyzerians are (o lixtle ſenſble of their Strengrh, 
that you ſee not abave. 6 or 8000 of them, though they could have raiſed 
fix nmes that number, were ſaficien ro guard. the Convention from all the 
Prelariſts while they ſerled both Church and State in oppoſition to their way, 
Spy had rwo Kings to own them abrpad, a General with an Army in 
_ — fer eſt and beſt tper 5p the Kingpm in. 
hand, W one would rt were Encouragement enough for the Party tg 
have appeared for their darling P , If they had been confident enough 
in their own Strength, What-can be aniwered to this ? Surely not thar they 
forbore our of Reſpect ro the Prince of Orange ; for all their Biſhops o- 
lemaly a —_— hitp, and wiſh'd that King Fmes had his Neck to 
trample on. e, their General and Martyr, did actually riſe in Army, 
and as they conſtantly affirm obtained rhe Victory : They had Friends in 
King William's Army who betray'd it : The Church of Eng/and by their os 

re 
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tereſt kept Presbytery for above Twelve Months unſerled. Ir cantiot bur be 
though: very. ſtrange then, that if the Epiſcopal Party be {o ſtrong, that they 
could nor with all theſe advantages make their good againſt the 
Presbyrerians, who, as they ſay, had none to own thetn Bur the Rabble, and 
that they roo generally deſert them ; —but however, that Presbyrery is 
eſtabliſhed rhey cannor deny. 

Bur to cut the Throat of this Objection once for all, that the Epiſcopacy 
is more popular in Scotland than Presbyrery ; the Falſchood of it will appear 
from this: 1. That at every Revolution of the Stare, when the Repre- 
ſentarives of the People came to make a Claim of Right, Presbytery was 
the Government which they demanded, witneſs the Serrlemenrt of rery 
as the firſt Government afrer the Reformation, when the People ſhook of 
Queen Mary for her Tyranny. The Reſerrlement of it in Charles the Firſt's 
rune, when he and his People fell ou abour Liberry and Pro ; and 
the reviving of it now again when Fames the Seventh ahicued; "S that 
to any unprejudiced perſon, this muſk needs be a demonſtration that Preſ- 
byrery is more papular in Scotland than Prelacy. 

2- Another Evidence is this, that there have been many popular Inſurredti- 
ons _ Prelacy, bur never one againſt Presbytery in Scotland ; for the 
late Rebellion can by no means. be called Popular, ſeeing very few others bur 
the Highlanders concurred in it ; and all that know rhem are fatisfied, that 
Love to prey and nor Zeal to Prelacy was their greateſt Motive ; and be- 
fides, King Fames's pretended Right was theic main Plea ; and as I have al- 
ready hinted, the exringiſhing, © that Rebellion, norwirhſtanding of theic 
many Encouragemeats,dath ſufficiently evidence thar it was not popular. 

A third Argumenz, that Prelacy was never popular in Scoelaxd, is. this, 
that it was always uſhered in by Fraud, and maintained by Force. Thar it 
was uſhered in by Fraud appears thus: When the Earl of Morton being Re- 
gent in King Fames's Minority, attempred to fertle ir, he durſt nor do it 
openly, but only brought in Tirular Biſhops, withour any Power of Jurif- 
diction, over Presbyters ; nay, on the contrary, they were accountable ro 
them : And his Morives had nothing of Religion in them, bur meerly that 
he and others of the Nobility might have the better Covert for 'deraining 
the Revenues, of the Biſhopricks, while their Titles: were ſtill lodged in 0- 
ther Men that pretended to be. Ecclefiaſticks, that ſo the People mighr. nor 
ſo.eafily diſcern. the Sacriledge ; and thereupon thoſe Biſhops were called in 
derifion Tulcaxs, i. e. A Calfs Shin ſtopped with ſtraw to make the Cow give her 
Mi/k, And by- the way,, we ſee how little thoſe Men believed the divine 
Right of thar Fucifdiction and Maintenance,which the Prelats claim when they 
themſelves held it from them. Bur the Chear being perceived, the Church and 
People prevailed. to have. thoſe Bi tho meerly Nominal laid afide, and in 
« quan Atenbly the Os. of ts was condemned as unſcriptur: 

abjured by the King himſelf and all Eſtares afrerward under the Name 
of Hierarchy, Then w ing Fames rook the Adminiftration. into his own 
hand, it; is very well known, that he ſwore ro maintain the Doctrin and 


Diſciplin as he found iz; nor did he oppoſe ir, rill Papiſts and Arheilts 
got. 
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et. too much acceſs re him, and. drove at a Deſign of re-eſtabliſhing his 
other as a ſharer with him in the Government ; under pretence of whi 

rhey intended no leſs than his deſtruttion, though he was fo blind rhar he 
could nor ſee ir. Nor was he brought to eſpouſe the Intereſt of Prelacy, 
till ſuch time as he was made to conceive that ir would the more eaſily ad- 
vance him ro the Crown of England; and that he was broughr to fuch a 
Neutrality, that he could ſend a Cajoling Lerter ro rhe Pope , give him che 
Tittes of Blaſphemy, and declare in Parliament that he wonld be content 
ro meet Papitis halt way, if they would lay afide their King-killing Do-trin, 
&c. Bur norwith'tanding of his Inclination ro Prelacy, be was {enſible rhar 
ir was ſo much againit rhe humour of his People, that he ſwore and pro- 
reſted that he would not introduce either Popiſh or Engliſh Prelacy ; and 
thole Miniſters, whom he had gain'd ro his hide, did the like, though both 
h2 and they for{wore themſelves, as appeared by the Sequel. Then ſeeing 
that rhey durit not venture ro bring in Epiſcopacy by ead and ſhoulders, 
they firit rook occa'ion to quarrel with rhe Fairhfulleſt of rhe Mini'ters for 
their freedom to reprove open Sin borh in Courr and Courtier : And by this 
means having laid them afde,  cloſered other Men rhat were leſs zealous, and 
brought rhem over by hopes of Preferment : Then he rook away the Free- 
dom of Aſſemblies, where he wauld be preſent himſelf, and threaten and 
brow-bear ſuch as oppoſed his Deſigns, whom he afterwards confined, im- 
priloned and baniſhed. And notwithſtanding of all theſe Prepararives, he 
durlt not venture to bring in a barefac'd Prdcy, bur under prerence of 
raking care for rhe Afﬀairs of rhe Church, got the Aſſembly ro conſent rhar 
ſome Eccleliaitick Delegares ſhould on that Account fir in Parliament and 
Vote : And when that was granted, it was a long time ere he could ger them 
allowed the Name of Biſhops ; and yer longer ere they were invelted with a 
Power of Jurildi{diCtion, the Afﬀemblics of che Church till keeping the faid 
Delcgares in ſubjection and accountable ro them. So that if Epilcopacy had 
been fo popular in Scotland, as our Author alledges, he needed not have 
been ar the trouble of all rheſe Precautions ; nor indeed was he ever able 
to bring his Epilcopacy to any firm ferrlement, though he was more capable 
of doing it after he came ro England, and left no itone unturn'd ro effectu- 
are his De!;gns : As, ſending for the ableſt and molt zealous of the Minittry, 
who oppoſed him, to ru. rang. affronting rtem, or rather himſelf, before 
his Engliſh Council ; warding them in Biſhops Houſes that rhey might be 
brought over, and in the mean time depriving the Aſſemblies of rhe Church 
of Scotland of their Priviledges of Meering and Juriſdiction, which they had 
by his own Laws ; ſending down Commilioners to the Afſembly, as Sir Da- 
vid Murray of Scoon, who hectored them, having Orders to pull the Miniſters 
out of the Pulpit if they did nor fuir'his Palate. And 'the ſame Sir David 
being then Lord Scoou and his © Majeſty's Comptroler, ' on the 1t of 'April . 
1607, when Mr. Henry Leving ſtor, cholen ' Moderator of the Afﬀembly at 
Perth, faid on opening of the tame,” Let us begin at God, and bg humbled in 
the Name of Ciriſt ; The King's Commiliioner, itriking on his Breaſt with

and that we had the firſt legal Pofſeflion cannot be denied ; —-and that we 
were illegally deprived of the ſame, appears by Calderpood's Hiſtory and 
others, For whatever Acts of Parliament were obtained for Prelacy after- 
wards, could not be reckoned obliging to rhe Nation, the ſaid Parliament be. 
ing in effect bur ſo many packrt Clubs prepared for the deſign by Illegal 
and Arbirrary Methods. So thar both the Means and Inſtrumeats uled ro ſer 
up the Hierarchy in Scotland were ſuch as. might juſtly occafion an Abhor- 
rence of it, and confirm People in their Opinion, that it could be no Or- 
dinance of Chrift, which was endeavoured ro be ſer up in fo diſorderly a 
manner: Nor was'our Scots Prelacy more unhappy in the Abſtract than in

from proceeding to Cenſure ; and King Fames himſelf ſeemed ſenſible whar 
kind of Men his Prelates were, when on a certain occaſion he faid, Devil an 
honeſt Man would be a Biſhop, --- meaning in Scotland. 

So that if we had no Arguments from Scripture againſt Prelacy, the 
very way of its being obtruded upon us, with the Inſtruments.-and Means 
uſed ro ſapport it, were enough to make it odious to Scotland. ; eſpecially 
ſeeing it never yer had footing there, but by the Tyranny and Perjury of 
Princes, and was always accompanied with a Deluge of Profanity among 
the People. 

Another downright untruth of our Authors is Pape 32, where he aſſerts, 
that the Epiſcopal Rulers and Miniſters uſed all Chriſtian and Diſcreet Methods 
to gain Diſſenters : By ' Chriſtian and Diſcreer Methods , mult be meanr 
thoſe which Chriſt appointed towards Weak or Offending Brethren, fuch as 
Admonition, and other Eccleliaftical Procedure.

they ever allow any other, than the Collective Body of the People by their 
Repreſearatives, a Power ro call Kings mn Queſtioa, and rhat roo; in caſes of 
inſfuperable Necethity, which the Church af Eng! and at lait hath owned as 
their. due, And, whazever this black-mourh'd Scribler may alledge imolerable 
in Presbyrgxian Politzeks, it will be found; thar they entertain none fo dange- 
rous ig Goyermnents as thate of Patiive Obedience , and. the Lawtfulnels af 
owning any prevailing Parrty,, for which new Principle the World is abliged 
ro Dr. Sherfock, and Bilkop Querhal/s Convocation-Book,. .

If Presbyrerians. were fo Licen- 
rious, its very itrange that the opealy Prophane ſhould. be their greateit Ad- 
yerlarics. , But t0- make, it eyident,, thax, this Pampalereer writes what he 
knows tio be falle, do/but aoalider, what he lays, Page: 32r: that One Baltour 
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in the Mers who uſed to inviigh againſt the Scandalonſneſs of _—_ , fled 
not many Months ago for oe 2 -==--Pray Sir, how came he to flee (if the 
inſtance. ir ſelf be true) ſeeing according ro you , ' the Presbyrerians reckon 
ſuch, a ſound Fall, an Evidence of a true Saint ?

common Stallion Archbiſhop Paterſen.; rhe Sodomitical Dean Hamilton of 
Hamilton, and. others, which ſhall be inftanced in their places, reſtifig. Now 
all rhe World knows: how the Heads- of - their Church wallowed in-Un- 
cleanneſs wirhout any Fairhfulneſs in the Clergy to take Chri'ts Merhods 
ro prevent it ; and therefore their Guilt 3s juſtly chargeable upon the whole 
Body. 

Here its fir to rake notice of his Reflection through his whole Book - up- 
on the Presbyrterian Ignorance. , None . bur ſuch as our Author, who has a 
Forehead of Braſs, could haye made this Reflection, ſeeing the Scots Presby- 
rerians, as Knox, Buchannan, Calderwood , Gilleſpie, Rutherferd, Durham, 
Hutchinſon, Dickson and many others, have left ſufficient Monuments of Learn- 
ing behind them ; whereas very few of our Prelatical Authors are known 
to the World. Nor are we at preſent, though broken by a long and barbarous 
Perſecution, deſtirure of Men able to ourvie the beſt Prelariſt in Scotland for 
Learning, as Dr. Rule, whom they ſo-much- vilifie-; but I am confident Biſhop 
Stilling fleet, who has felt the dint of his Pen, has higher thoughts of him, 
Mr. George Campbel, Mr. Robert Flemming, Mr. Edward Famiſon, and many 
more that could be named, who are Men of known Learning. Though we 
muſt coufels, that the Scots Presbyterians have always been, and are willin 
{till ro continue,ſo ignorant as to know nothing bur Chriſt, when they => 
ro the People ; and do not. much! trouble , their Hearers wich ſuch Merta- 

hyſical Speculations, as Gladſtones, the. Curate of Nettam, who told his op 
Fandiſh Congregation, how many Myriads of apy 'could ſtand on the 
apical Point of a Bee-ſting, So much for ,our Preachers ; and as for our Peo- 
ple, whom he will have to be fo. ignorant, that they believe Biſhops ro be 
cloven footed like the Devil ; he expoſes himſelf and not them in faying fo : 
bur whether our Biſhops did reſemble rhe Devil or nor in his Feer, they knew 
ir too well that they reſembled him in his Hands, which his Majeſty and pre- 
ſent Parliament were ſo ſenſible of, that they call their Laws Diabolicel Ads. 
And as for all Knowledge becoming Chriſtians or Men, the advantage is fo 
viſible on the fide of the Presbyterian Laity, that none, but thoſe who are 
arrived at ſuch an height of Impudence as our Author, can deny ir. 

Now to make good the charge of his falliying the Propoſitions of the Pref- 
byrerian Books which he cites. Page 67. He ſays, that the Author of The 
brief and true Account of the Sufferings of the Church of Scotland, beſtows the 
Characters of godleſs Miſcreants, 7% Paricides, Sorcerers and incettu-

-ontradiction ; and pray in your next lets know what Doctrin can a Mi- 
nilter preach ro make a Man deſperate, and yer at the ſame time encourage 
him-in Impietics ? Another Queſtion I would ask of you is, What - you 
meant by your Proemium in the firſt Page, That the Fruits which our Saviour 
Jaid would diſcover falſe Teachers were not open and publick Scandals ? One would 
think that this: was a Conceflion, that thoſe you had ro do with were not 
openly and publickly ſcandalous, elſe rhere had been no. need of this Caution. 
And lceing as all Men will believe, that you made that Comment ro-obviate 
an Objection; which you know could with very much truth be made againſt 
you, that rhe Miniſters whom you revile are Men; of good Lives ? w 
come. you to forger your {elf fo far, as ro fall foul upon their Morals now ? 
Indeed it is pardonable-in you Sir, who are accuſtomed to. forget your {elf 
in rwo or three Sections, nay, ſometimes in one, to make ſuch a Slip. as this 
in rwenty Pages: Bur rake Advice ; eirher learn the Arr, of Memory better, 
or never {et up for a Liar in publick-z for you have verified] rhe Proverb as 
much as ever Man did, 'That. Lyars have need of good Memories. Bur Sir, your 
Party are mightily obliged ro you for this itrong Argumenr, ro prove thar they 
are not falſe Teachers ; for ſeeing you ſay, that open and publick Scandals 
are not the Fruits of falſe Teachers; in rrurh our Scots, Epiſcopal Curates 
have hence a-very. fair plea, thar they are nor falſe Teachers, for they abound 
with open and publick Scandals. 

Before I leave our Author's Dung, which he has ſo induſtriquſly rak'd 
Hell for, ro throw upon the Presbyterians Faces, I will ſee if any Gold can 
be found in it. 

- Then Firſt, Seeing a Whining Tone, drivelling at Eyes and Mouth, as. he 
calls Seriouſneis and Weeping in Preaching, are ſo very hateful in the Pres- 
byrerians, we muſt ſuppoſe that his Parry are not guilty . of that Defor- 


miry of Holineſs, as he blaſphemouſly Words ir, and . ſo - here's a fair Can» ,

that he is opeuly as bad as himſelf, they itraighrways paſs their Verdict up+ 
on them as Hypocrires and Precifrans : Or when they reprove them for Ob- 
ſcene Words, t 7 will immediately alledge that you are as Obſcene in your 
Thoughts. Bur I would fain ask our Author, which of his Parry ever pub- 
liſhed any rhing on the Canticles, equal to that of our Mr. Durham, and what 
Fulſom Amorous Diſcourſes he finds there > However this is Homogeneous 
with the Spirit of the Party, for irs nor the firſt rime that they have rid 
cul'd rhe new Birth and Love berwixr Chriſt and the Soul, as ' Fantaftical 
Jargons, Melancholy Fancies, and Amorous Romances, becauſe they have no 
Ac —_— with them themſelves ; and Spiririrual things muſt be Spirirual- 
ly dilcerned. 

Bur ro rerurn to: his falſe Quotations. Page (68, He charges the Author of 
The Brief and True Account, with ſaying , that If the Engliſh Clergy aſſiſt the 
Prelatical Scots, as they are readier by a Thouſand to one to do it, than to Swear 
Allegiance to their Sovereigns, it may arm the good Women with their Folding 
Stools once more apainſt them. Whereas the faid Authors Words are, that 
HPoatever influence the Inclination of the Scors Prelatiſts to the Common-Prayer 
might have on the Engliſh Clergy, &c. it might arm the good Women with their 
Folding Stools once more againſt them ; alluding ro the known Story in Charles 
rhe Firit's rime, of a Womans throwing her Stool at the Firit who'atrempred 
to-read the Common-Prayer Book in Edinbourgh. There are other Places of 
that Tame Pamphler , which he alſo wreits, bur theſe are ' cnough to ſhew 
our:-Authors Ingenuity, and what Credir is ro be given to his Notes of 
Sermons and Prayers, -which were never publiſhed ; when he is fo impu- 
dent as to fallite what is extant.in Print.

As 15, He will find an Aﬀembly deciding Controverlies, wherein 
the Apoſtles do not a& as ſuch ; for then they needed never have called 
an Aſſembly to determine what they who were divinely inſpired , could 
have done without, bur reaſon as Fellow-Elders or Presbyters , withour 
any claim of Superioriry. So that here's Presbyrery — Con- 
troveriies, and Ordaining Miniſters , whether our Prelariſts will ſee ir or 
nor. 


As to his Second Reflection, that the Presbyrerians hindered the Union of 
the Nations, it's like the reſt of his Veracity, every body knows that the Pres- 
byrerian Parliament of Sco:/and , were the firſt who offered ir ; and his Ma- 
jeſly again pur the Parliament of England in mind of it ; bur his Prelatilts

Leg, he 
fell down a Spewing,: and as ſoon as he could ſpeak, Swore by Gods Wounds 
he would. . - - - her; -The Maid told him, Not to ſpeak 1o loud, for the 
Taylors'were below and would hear. To which he anſwered, By my Soul'l 
knew not that---And fo let her go. | 
Mr. Dalzleiſh, Curate of Parton, having a Popiſh young Man before him 
:upon the Stool of Repentance for Fornication, the Spark holding an Onion in 
Mis Handkerchief made his-Eyes water,” which rhe Curate , taking for Tears, 
he'wifh'd that all his Pariſhioners were ſuch Penirents as he, and comforting him, 
ſaid, Thar-it was the leaſt of Faulrs, and a Venial.Sin betwixt a fingle Man 
and. a fingle Woman—--Adding, Thar if he were as thin cloathed as the young 
Man was, he could be conrent to be abed with a Married Woman for hear, 
but not to do her any Wrong: For you muſt under!tand that this Parſon was 
fo chilly that he wore 2 1 fold of Cloath on him all the Year, and Furs on his 
Hlead day and night ; he left his Church: and turn'd Papiſt about a Year

Joynr of Meat before a grear Fire, which was one of the things thar gaye Riſe 

ro the Infurrection in 16456.-----Being to preachon a Sabbath-day at Edinbur»gh 

before rhe Officers of State, he was ſo Drunk over night, that-he feigned him- 

ſelf Sick of a Collick in the Forenoon, and in the Aenion preaching from 

Pſalm 66. v. 3. Say untoGod, he raiſed this Doctrin, that it was in the Power 

of Kings to preſcribe Forms of Worſhip inthe Church. |
